Spirited Competition Between 
Communities For New Industry 

An Illinois State Chamber of Commerce sur¬ 
vey points up the spirited competition being waged 
- for new industry. At least 39 communities in Illi¬ 
nois are prepared to offer some kind of financial 
assistance to lure prospective industries, and many 
others have locally-sponsored industrial develop¬ 
ment 1 financing plans. 

The more enthusiastic towns appear to be in 
areas of medium or low population, but some form 
of financial inducement to new industry can be 
found in communities of all sizes iq all parts of 
the state. The programs vary widely, from small 
loans at current interest rates to actual gifts of 
land or relocation expenses, but most favor loans 
at liberal interest rates. 

Money for industrial loans and gifts is raised 
in many ways, including donations, sale of stock 
in profit or non-profit corporations, receipts from 
municipal sales tax levies and profits from com¬ 
munity endeavors, such' as centennial celebrations. 
The greatest effort is being made by areas most in 
need of industrial payrolls, and the ability to raise 
funds tends to vary inversely with the level of pros¬ 
perity. , ... 

While the survey was confined to Illinois, it 
is known that similar plans are flourishing in other 
states, some of which also offer large tax savings. 

. This is why the quest for industrial expansion is not 
' easy, even- in such areas as the Quad-Cities having 
si£es that rate as ideal in any comparison. Vital 
importance of the Tri-City Regional Port District's 
industrial development program is becoming in¬ 
creasingly clear.

The Granite City school board authorized a 
study of the quarter plan as part of a three-phase 
analysis of ways to meet enrollment gains. But 
phantom as well as real issues unfortunately arose 
when data was presented to the board. A state 
warning of a local referendum was cited, with no 
mention made that this already has been success¬ 
fully held here. And the board was told a state¬ 
wide vote would be necessary, although most opin¬ 
ion — including that of the state superintendent's 
chief legal advisor — holds that a simple law re¬ 
vision by the state legislature would*clear away any 
obstacle, if any actually exists. The word "if" is 
psed here because the supposed legal problem is 
based on an informal interpretation rather than a 
court interpretation of the. law. 

There are many educational leaders and au¬ 
thorities who believe year-round school is a sound 
and workable plan as well as one capable of sav¬ 
ing school districts of this size literally millions of 
tax dollars. Even the AASA and the state praish it 
highly while opposing it. And friend and foe alike 
agree that it is certain to figure more and more in’ 
school planning nationally in the coming years. 
The University of Illinois and Southern Illinois Uni¬ 
versity have taken steps to prepare for a regular 
12-week instruction program instead of eight 
weeks of summer school classes, and higher edu¬ 
cation centers in other states are operating on this 
basis. 

It seems likely that progress toward year- 
round school will be slow until such influential 
groups as the AASA exert leadership by telling the 
public of its advantages and constructively weigh¬ 
ing means of remedying defects. This leadership 
is lacking now: also lacking, in a number of speci¬ 
fic-instances, has been an accurate and objective 
presentation of facts and figures._ 


Simplified State Bond Vote 
Procedure Worthy of Study 

There can be little doubt that Illinois resi¬ 
dents favored passage of the universities bond issue 
this fall. Official certification shows that favorable 
votes soared to 2,633,869 from 1,461,701 for a 
combined universities-public welfare bond proposal 
in 1958, while the opposing votes actually 
dropped, from 1,276,184 to 1,266,490, even 
though the total turnout rose by about a million 
and a half. 

The 1960 welfare referendum, providing for 
improvements to state mental hospitals, probably 
had a direct effect on more Illinois families and was 
. approved more easily, 2,967,567 to 973,075. Yet, 
\ in each case, the margin considered was not the 
"Yes" and. “No" comparison but whether the fa¬ 
vorable ballots exceeded half of the J total vote cast 
for state representatives.
